Roclcford  (  ollege  strives  in  1 1  s  campus  activities 
to  give  aid  to  the  nation  s  wartime  efforts.  While 
maintaining  its  traditions  ol  liberal  arts,  it  has  this 
year  added  new  techniques  which  are  necessary 
For  the  maintenance  of  a  country  al  war.  I  he 
addition  ol  engineering  students,  a  work-study  pro- 
gram, o|  many  courses  in  nutrition,  lirst  aid  and 
child  care  has  given  the  students  a  concrete  and 
tangible  chance  to  oiler  their  services  while  contin- 
uing their  academic  life.  Roclcford  (  ollege  affirms 
its  faith  in  the  liberal  arts  as  the  besl  means  ol 
emancipating  the  mind  ol  the  studenl  from  the 
tyranny  ol  the  present;  as  the  surest  road  to  an 
understanding  ol  the  heritage  ol  the  past;  and 
finally,  as  the  best  way  to  foster  intelligent  criticism 
<ind  the  resolve  to  serve  the  public  good. 
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The  Work-Study  plan  developed  l>y  the  college 
in  conjunction  with  one  of  Rocklord  s  leading 
war  plants  gives  students  an  opportunity  to  par- 
lake  ol  a  college  education  e  cooperating 
with  the  war  program.  The  girls  have  heen 
spending  alternate  days  at  work  in  the  lactory 
and  at  school  and  gaining  from  the  experiences 
ol  hoth.  Again,  having  a  hand  in  the  actual  war 
service  has  proved  invaluable.  This  type  ol  co- 
operative course  is  offered  not  only  to  the  girls 
hut  to  the  young  men  who  are  studying  engin- 
eering on  the  campus  for  the  first  time.  Yet 
always  through  the  round-table  discussions,  in- 
formal class  meetings,  and  study,  the  democratic 
theories  and  workings  for  wbicb  we  are  figbting 
are  learned  to  supplement  the  practical  training 
of  tbe  shop. 


However,  all  ol  tbe  war  effort  has  not  been 
seriousness.  Tbe  morale-building  line  bas  been 
especially  well  taken  care  ol  with  battalion 
dances  at  Camp  Grant,  work  at  the  U.S.O.,  and 
many  social  activities  held  on  campus  for  men 
in  tbe  service.

I  he 
true  meaning  of  a  college  education,  the  study 
and  research  in  scholarly  pursuits  cannot  be  and 
are  not  neglected;  and  in  tbe  ligbt  of  tbis  knowl- 
edge tbe  future  must  be  built  so  tbat  all  men  may 
truly  become  free.
